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RECENT DEATHS. 


In the death of Brevet Major-General George W. 
Cullum, Colonel, U. 8. Army, retired, which ooc- 
curred at bis residence in New York City on Sun- 
day, Feb. 29, of pneumonia, the Army and the 
country bave sustained an irreparable lose, Gen. 
Cullum was born in New York Citv. Feb. 25, 1809, 
entered the Military Academy in 1829. was gradu- 
ated in 1833, and promoted to the Engineer Corps 
From 1848 to 1855 Gen. Cullum was instructor of 
Practical Military Egineering at the Military 
Academy, except during two years, when he trav- 
elled abroad on sick leave. In 1853-54 he constructed 
for the Treasury Department the Assay Office in 
New York City, after which be was employed for 
five years on fortifications and improvements in 
Charleston (S. C.) Harbor and superintended works 
at New Bedford, Newport, New London and New 
‘York. On Nov. 1 1861, Gen. Cullum was appointed 
Chief Engineer Officer of the Department of the 
Missouri. He was Chief of Staff to Gen. Halleck 
while the latter was in command of the Department 
of the Missouri, and also while he was General in 
Chief of the armies. He directed engineering oper. 
ations on the Western rivers, was for some time in 
command at Cairo, and was engaged as Chief En- 
gineer Officer in the siege of Corinth. This ie but a 
brief summary of the services of this d'stin.~ :ished 
officer before and during the war. He revrived 
brevets of colonel, brigadier-general and major- 
general in Marcb, 1865, for bis faithful, meritorivus 
and distinguished services during the Rebellion, 
was mustered out of the Volunteer Servise in Sep- 
tember, 1866, ard attained the grade of colonel of 
Engineers in 1867. In 1874 he was retired from active 
service. Gen. Cullum was of cultivated literary 
tastes. He was the autbor of “Military Bridge* 
witb India Rubber Pontoons,” “ Register of Officers 
and Graduates of the United States Military Acad- 
emy,” a transiation of Duparcq'’s * Elements of 
Military Art and History,” “Systems of Military 
Bridges of the Campaign and Engineers of the War 
of 1812-15 against Great Britain,” ** Tbe Struggle for 
the Hudson,” during the American Revolution, in 
“Narrative and Critical History of the United 
States,” and numerous historical, geographical and 
biograpbical papers. 

Ip all these the labor of love with him—and, in- 
deed, it was a labor of love for his fellow officers at 
a large pecuniary loss—was his Register of Officers 
and Undergraduates of the Military Academy, a 
work involvine an incredible amount of toil and 
trouble. In 1868, be issued volumes 1 and 2, cover- 
ing from 1802 to 1867; in 1870 be issued volume 3 
covering Janury 1, 1879, and in 1891 he issued an en- 
tirely pew edition of three volames, covering from 
1802 to 1890, with which was incorporated the early 
history of the Military Academy, Finis Coronat opus. 
Some years ago Goneral Cul'um married the widow 
of his old chief, General Halleck. Both were 
wealtby, and at ber death she bequeathed a large 
sum to the New York Cancer Hospital, which Gen. 
Cullum made up to $200,000. He had been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers of the Cancer Hos 
pital, and of the Board of Managers of the Associa- 
tion for Improving the Condition of the Poor. 
and the Farragut Monument Association. He was 
a delegate to the Conference of the Association for 
the Reform and Codification of the Law of Nations, 
held at Cologne, Germany, in Aug., 1881, and to tbe 
lInterpational Geograpbival Congress at Venice, in 
Sept., 1881. He had been Vice-president of the Amer. 
ican Geographical Society since Jan. 13, 1874, and of 
the Geographical Library Association of New York 
City since November 12, 1880. 

The funeral took piace without military cere- 
mony March 1 and the remains were taken to 
Greenwood Cemetery for interment. The pall 
bearers were Generals H. L. Abbot, W. P. Trow- 
bridge, and James B. Fry, Colonel G. L. Gillespie, 
and Messrs. Morris K. Jesup and Jobn E. Parsons. 
Many old Army friends and acquaintances in civil 
life were present to pay the last honors to this dis 
tinguished officer and citizen.

PROMOTION BY SENIORITY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I wouLD be glad if a would explain in your 
nex’ issue in what way H. R. bill 328 can operate to 
sbut out the volunteers from the benefits of Sec. 1219, 
Revised Statutes. This section was enacted io Juiy, 
1866, to decide precedence between officers ap- 
pointed on the same day to the Regular Army. This 
bill 328 simply gives promotions “by senivrity 10 
the n+ xt lower grade according to ori¢inal entry 
into the R-eular Service.” Section 1219 gave the 
volunteer officer, enteriog the Regular Service, the 
benefit of computing his length of service—as 
against everyene e’se appointed on the same day— 
but does not enter into the question of bis after pro- 
motion atali. From the text of bill 328, as quoted 
in your issue of Feb. 20, I should ha | that it amply 
gives back to all officers promo hereafter the 
rank they bave lost through the arbitrary and 
illegal acts and decisions of the War Department in 
the past.* Tbis may seem bard to some of the 
gentlemen who bave been promoted over the heads 
of their seniors, but it seems only just when you 
consider bow this regimental promotion bas work- 
ed, what grievous wrong it bas perpetrated. I don’t 
want to enlarge upon this subject, but will only re- 
fer to two points to illustrate what an irreparable 
injury bas nm committed by the flagrant violation 
of the old statute providing “lineal promotion 
throughout each arm of the Service.” 

Tbe writer baz seen forty-four juniors pass over 
bis head, and there is one captain in the Service 
who rapks him to-day, who was once a private io 
the company of which the writer was a lieutenant ! 
Can there be a more hopeless or unfortunate condi- 
tion in anarmy? To bave served for thirty years 
faithfully, through one great war and mavy other 
campaigns, and then see much younger soldiers at- 
tain the high rank which is denied bimself! Yet 
this is precisely the case of many old and tried offi- 
cers of our Army to-day. 

Tbe lineal list should be changed and corrected, 
by rigbte, ia accordance with the original entry into 
Regular Service, not pes y H- man by a grade, 
but placing each (so far as it is now possible) where 
he is entitled to stand on that list, in accordance 
witb the law that should have governed, but was set 
aside.

THE coming summer promises to be a season of 
unusual activity for the troops of the Regular Army, 
If the present plans are carried the greater portion 
of the Army will be on the move during the present 
fiscal year. For the first time in many years there 
is a large transportation fund available—a circum- 
stance that is due to an unusually quiet year in the 
way of Indian campaigns, and to the fact that the 
last Congress made rather liberal provision for this 
purpose in anticipation of prolonged trouble with 
the ‘Ghost dancers.” This flourishing condition 
of the finances does not promise to continue after 
the new fiscal year, as transportation is one of 
the items cut by the present Congress. It is the 
desire, therefore, of the War Department to im- 
prove the present opportunity by giving a change 
of base to those regiments which have not 
moved within the past five or six years, and to 
carry out some of the practice marches so auspi- 
ciously commenced two years ago, but discon- 
tinued last year on account of the hard service 
many of the troops were put to in the winter of 
1890-91. We learn that no less than fourteen 
regiments, six of cavalry and eight of infantry, are 
involved in the proposed change. At least, 
that is the number contemplated. Whether the 
funds will admit ef such an extensive change 
remains to be determined. The authorities are now 
consulting upon that point. A great deal of march- 
ing would neeessarily have to be done to make such 
an extensive movement possible, but as the change 
of stations is to be one of the features of the sum- 
mer campaigning, it is highly probable that a satis 
factory programme will be arranged to embrace th, 
number of regiments named. Secretary Elkins and 
Gen. Schofield are in daily conference on the sub- 
ject, and as it is the desire to give all the regiments 
concerned as much notice as possible before the 
movement takes place, an early decision may be 
looked for. Generals Miles and Merritt are now 
en route to Washington, in obedience to orders, to 
consult with the authorities upon this and other 
military subjects. One of the special objects of 
their visit is for the purpose of giving their yiews on 
the pending proposition to establish a large military 
post at Helena Barracks, Montana, but Secretary 
Elkins and Gen. Schofield, are also anxious to con- 
sult with them in regard to prospective movements 
of troops and upon plans for summer work. 

The abandonment of a number ot small posts will 
follow as one of the incidents of the contemplated 
change of stations, it being the intention to con- 
centrate and occupy the new posts to as great an 
extent as possible. The following are the regi- 
ments, with dates when last changed, being con. 
sidered in connection with the proposed transfers. 
In what form transfers will be made is still a matter 
of official consideration : 1st Cav. , Montana, 1884; 3d 
Oav., Texas, 1885; 5th Oay., Kansas and Indian 
Territory, 1885; 8th Oav., Dakota and Montana, 
1888; 9th Cav., Nebraska and Wyoming, 1885; 10th 
Cav., Arizona, 1885; 2d Inf., Nebraska, 1886; 4th 
Inf., Idaho and Washington, 1886; 8th Inf., Ne- 
braska and Wyoming, 1886; 10th Inf., Oolorado 
and New Mexico, 1884; 14th Inf., Oregon and 
Washington, 1884; 18th Inf., Wyoming, 1886; 20th 
Inf., Montana, 1885; 21st Inf., Nebraska, Wyom- 
ing and Utah, 1884.

PROBABLY for the first time since the organiza- 
tion of the Military Academy does the Army Reg- 
ister show not a single major of the 25 majors of 
infantry to be a graduate. In fact the non-gradu- 
ates stand as three to one of the field officers of the 
ine, there being only 41 graduates among the one 
hundred and fifty colonels, lieutenant colonels and 
majors of cavalry, artillery and infantry now in 
commission. The additional fact that twenty- 
three of these officers rose from the ranks in the 
Regular Army certainly goes to show that the 
Army is not the aristocratic institution some peo- 
ple would try to make us believe. 
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Tue Army officer came in for some well deserved 
praise in the debate on the Indian Appropriation 
bill the other day. An amendment was offered au- 
thorizing the President to detail Army officers as 
Indian Agents as vacancies occur. It was adopted by 
a vote of 83to9, after being so modified as to 
place officers so detailed under the orders of the 
Secretary of the Interior. In advocaey of the 
amendment, Mr. Bowers stated that sooner or 
later the people would compel the adoption of the 
principle involved therein. The officers of the 
Army were second to no people on earth in the 
matter of integrity and honor. If they performed 
the duties of Indian agents the Indians would be 
fairly dealt with. The Indians respected the offi- 
cers, and if they were put in charge of the 
agencies there would be no more wars. Mr. Wil- 
son, of Washington, suggested that the officers had 
been educated as soldiers, not as Indian agents, and 
he did not believe they would perform good ser- 
vice in the latter capacity. Mr. Stockdale, of Mis- 

ssippi, was forcibly impressed with the propriety 

f the amendment. Army officers were men who 
prided themselves upon their integrity and honor. 
Whenever an Army officer was in charge of a work 
that work was well and honorably performed. If 
an Indian agent was dishonest or neglectful he 
might escape, but an Army officer could not. The 
House accepted an amendment offered by Mr. Hol- 
man, providing that the Army officers, while acting 
as Indian agents, shall be under the orders and direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior. Mr. Simpson, 
of Kansas, who favored Mr. Bowers’s amendment, 
said: ‘This was the first time he had ever heard an 
excuse for the existence of an Army in this country. 
Here was a proposition to put the Army in some 
useful employment, and a proposition to take poli- 
tical strikers out of office. He could not see how 
the Democrats could vote against it unless it was 
that they expected to control this political farce in 
the future. But, in view of the dissensions in their 
ranks and their inability to agree on any economic 
policy,it was not clear to him that they would have a 
chance to control it.”” Mr. Buchanan, of N. J., made 
asarcastic inquiry as to the work on the Washington 
Aqueduct, to which Mr. Stockdale replied that the 
inquiry into the matter was intrusted to Army 
officers. Mr. Pickler, of S. Dakota, opposed the 
amendment on the ground that the wishes of the 
Indians should be consulted. They could not be 
civilized by bayonets and intercourse between them 
and the Army would demoralize both. Mr. Brosius 
thought that the change would impair the efficiency 
of the Army. 














THE harsh discipline to which German troop, 
are reported to be subjected by their officers is 
not altogether due to brutality. They are 
the result of mistaken ideas concerning the ne- 
cessities of discipline which once prevailed in this 
country, but which have happily disappeared in 
large part. Some of the older officers of our Army 
recall with shame and self-reproach their own par- 
ticipation, in earlier days, in the cruelties inflicted 
upon enlisted men. German officers will find, if 
they once try the experiment, that they are wholly 
mistaken in the opinion, which we know many of 
them hold, that there is something peculiar about 
the German soldier that necessitates harsh treat- 
ment. The state of things in the German Army 
revealed by the order of Prince George of Saxony 
is a disgrace to a civilized military service and 
should only be looked for in a savage kingdom like 
that of Dahomey. It is due to a neglect, from 
which our own officers are not yet altogether free, 
in leaving the matter of company discipline too en- 
tirely in the hands of non commissioned officers. 
As a rule the disposition to the arbitrary exercise 
of power is in inverse ratio to rank. In the German 
Army it is Sergeant Zuar, Sergeant Zehme, Ser- 
geant Pflug, Sub-Sergeant Hoffman, Sub-Ser- 
geant Liebing and Sub-Officers Geilsdorf and Kujar 
against whom specific allegations of cruelty are 
made. If the German officers gave proper atten- 
tion to their duties men could;not be compelled to 
amuse the leisure of brutal non-coms. by present 
arms five hundred times in succession, going 
through the manual 1889 times, counting aloud 
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Beating men until they are taken to the hospital, 
boxing men’s ears, using a whip on a man’s legs 
until it is broken, breaking a man’s collar-bone 
with a blow from a musket, compelling men to 
chew their dirty stockings, and the like, are 
some of the punishments commented upon by 
Prince George. 


Ir does not often happen that the President has 
so much Army patronage at his disposal as at the 
present time. The list includes a brigadier gen- 
eral, a judge advoeate, two assistant quartermas- 
ters (one is contingent upon the retirement of Oapt- 
Campbell) and four post chaplains, two of which 
are now vacant, and the other two will be as soon 
as Post Chaplains Merrill and Parker, who have 
been found incapacitated by retiring boards, have 
been retired. There are five vacancies on the lim- 
ited retired list of the Army, and two more to oc- 
cur during the month of March by the transfer of 
Lieut. H. B. Mellen and Oapt. Alex. Murray to the 
unlimited list by reason of their reaching sixty- 
four years of age. Including 2d Lieut. Hampton 
M. Roach, ist Inf., who has been recommended for 
retirement, but whose case has not yet been acted 
upon by the Secretary of War, there is sufficient 
available material to fill all but one of these places- 
The other five officers on the ‘‘awaiting retire- 
ment” list are » Oapt. L. E. Oampbell, A. Q. M.; 
Post Chaplains 8. M. Merrill and John D. Parker, 
1st Lieut. Geo. L. Converse, 8d Cay., and ist Lieut. 
Lewis Merriam, 4th Inf. The retirement of the 
three first named may be looked for at an early 
date. 











THE article in the Atlantic Monthly for Feb- 
ruary entitled, ‘‘ Indian Warfare on the Frontier,” 
has attracted the attention it deserves, and we 
have received a number of inquiries concerning it. 
It is a highly appreciative notice of Oaptain 
Bourke’s, ‘‘On the Borders with Orook,” and an 
equally appreciative account of the noble work 
done by the Regular Army in extending the 
boundaries of civilization by protecting our fron- 
tier settlers against the Indians. It is so seldom 
that the arduous and devoted labors of our little 
Army receive the attention they deserve that we 
note with special pleasure this recognition on the 
part of the periodical which represents more nearly 
than any other a selected class of cultured and 
thoughtful readers. We aretglad that their atten 
tion is called to the fact that the ‘‘ marvelously 
rapid Westward extension of our people across the 
continent would have been impossible had it not 
been for the quiet, faithful, uncomplaining, often 
heroic, and almost always absolutely unnoticed ser- 
vice rendered by the Regular Army.” 

The Atlantic gives Oapt. Bourke the highest 
praise for the force and clearness of his descriptions 
of Indian warfare, his ‘‘vivid and truthful pictures of 
that strange and hazardous frontier life which is 
now completely a thing of the past.” It expresses 
regret that he should not have included in his vol- 
ume the description of Mackenzie’s surprise of the 
Cheyenne camp early in 1876, which appeared in 
the Army AND Navy Journal. It describes this as 
the best piece of literary work Oapt.

It says Capt. Bourke’s account of Mac- 
kenzie’s night attack is one of the most thrilling 
bits of war narrative which it has ever been our 
good fortune to read. It is, without exception, the 
very best description of an Indian battle yet to be 
found in American literature.”

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In its report on Senate bill No, 1721, to increase 
the pay of certain non-commissioned! officers tho 
Senate Military Committee says: ‘‘The bill meets 
with the unanimous approval of the committee; it 
has had the sanction of the Assistant Secretary of 
War, and of the major-general commanding the 
Army.

School.”’. The time was when the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL stood entirely alone as the representative

They may make 
sure of our goodwill and of our disposition to aid 
them all we can. The Journal of the U. S. Artillery 
isa quarterly edited by a committee, consisting of 
lst Lieuts. W. B. Homer, H. C. Davis, J. W. Ruck- 
man, C. De W. Willoox, and 2d Lieut. L. G. Berry. 
Lieut. Ruckman has an articleon “ The Effects of 
Wind on the Motion of a Projectile,” Lieut Davis 
one on “The Chilian Navy,” and Lieut.

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FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION 


Tbe question of utilizing Indians as soldiers will 
be discussed in all its bearings at an early date by 
the Senate Military Committee and later by the 
Senate itself. Senator Morgan has introduced a re- 
solution directing the committee to make a full in- 
quiry into the subject, and it is probable that the 
committee will give bearings to a number of officials 
who may have an Indian policy. The immediate 
point of discussion will be Mr. Proctor’s bill au- 
thorizing the enlistment of 3,000 Indians, in addi- 
tion to the present authorized enlisted strength of 
the Army, but the whole subject of the future 
treatment of the Indians will be gone over. Secre- 
tary Elkins favors Mr. Proctor’s bill in so far as it 
proposes to increase of the Army to enable Indians 
to be enlisted, but he has the interests of Army too 
much at heart to consent to its being injured in 
order that it may be used for improving tne condi- 
tion of the Indian. It will be found that his policy 
differs somewhat from Mr. Proctor’s in the manner 
of utilizing Indians as soldiers. His wide experience 
with Indians and Indiana affairs should give added 
weight to his official statements on this subject. 

Mr. Outhwaite’s proposition to reorganise the 
present lineal list of the line of the army by fixing 
rank according to date of original entry in the 
regular service, as a part of the plan to apply the 
system of of lineal promotion to first lieuten- 
ants, received a set tack at the bands of the officials 
of the War Department and also by the Senate 
Military Committee. Secretary Elkins, Gen. Scho- 
field and Gen. Kelton all agreed that it would be 
injudicious to attempt any reorganization of the 
lineal list at this late date, and the committee itself, 
although admitting that many officers have 


suffered by the present system of regimental pro-j| 


motion, adopted the views of the War Department 
officials, and struck out that feature of the House 
bill, which contemplated a reorganization of the 
present list. The House bill as amended is thus 
made identical with the Senate bill, previously re- 
ported, the effect of which will be to apply the sys- 
tem of lineal promotion to the first lieutenants of 
the line, without any change in the present lineal 
list. The committee was unanimous in this action. 
Since the House bill reached the Senste a great 
many communications have come to the committee 
from officers interested. Some of them favored the 
Outhwaite bill; others suggested amendments, but 
the majority favored lineal promotion, without any 
rearrangement of the lineal list. Concerning these 
commupications, we are requested by the Clerk of 
the Committee to state that, owing to the large 
amount of business pending before the committee, 
he is unable to make individual responses at the 
present time. 

The Senate Committee on Coast Defences had 
under ccnsideration on Tuesday the bill appropria- 
ting $1,000,000 for the establishment of a gunijfactory 
on the Pacific coast, and decided bya unanimous 
vote to report it favorably to the Senate. The loca- 
tion of the site of the factory is left to a board to be 
appointed by the President, consisting of threa offi- 
cers of the Army and three of the Navy. Secretary 
Tracy has written a long letter to Senator Hale, 
chairman of the sub-Committee on Naval Affairs, 
which bas the Revenue Marine transfer bill under 
consideration, in which he heartily indorses the 
measure and urges prompt consideration by Con- 
gress. 

The outy, business of importance transacted by 
the House Military Committee at its meeting on 
Tuesday was the adoption of a resolution authoriz- 
ing the reappointment of Gen. W. J. Sewell, Gen. 
Martin T. McMahon, Major George Bonebrake and 
Capt. John F. Mitchell as the Board of Managers 
of the U. 8S.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Two samples of tornedo nets are to be tested, one 
the Bullivapt, of English make, which has been 
quite generally adopted for use in Kngland and on 
the continent, and the other an American net 
known as the Midgley.

The test of the new wire gun system, which took 
place at Birdsboro, Pa., sbows,so for as it goes, that 
the 5-inch gun, made of segmental tubes, wire 
wound, cannot be exploded by any amount of pow- 
der that can be got into ita chamber. The test was 
made with a cylinder 16 inches long, having a 
diameter inside of 5inches and an outside diam- 
eter of 15 inches. After each firing the pressure 
gauges were taken out and read and the bore was 
star gauged. There was found to be no change 
whatever in the diameter of the bore,in spite of 
the enormous pressures recorded as follows :
